There is bound to be an enor- 
jnons amount of suffering, and outside 
•aid will be urgently required to pre- 
vent sickness and starvation. 


The sJlock occurred at 7:30 a. m. 


.Most ef the buildings that stood erect 
att«r the shocks of February and March 
vepfe either thrown down, or shattered 
so as to be unsafe for occupancy. The 
church of St Dion.rstas and the govettr- 
inent offices were thrown down.

DEFEATED THE LAW.

Savings Bank and Trust company, died 
iast night about 9 o'clock.

•he could not get well last Saturday and, 
•acting upon this statement, Schardt 
went before the directors and acknowl- 
"edged his crime. 


He had been suffering for some time 


from stomach trouble which turned in- 
to a violent case of flax. Schardt's life 
was insured for 580,000. It is under- 
stood that he had requested that this 
sum be turned over to the bank officials 
to indemnify them for his peculations. 
Death precluded the action of the law. 
In a few moments a warrant already in 
the hands of an officer would have 
claimed the body the unfortunate man. 


Traveling Mau Ttikci His On-ii late. 
MEMPHIS, April 18.—L. C, Jones, 


traveling representative of the Graves 
& Yinton Mortgage and Loan company, 
committed suicide by taking a dose of 
morphine large enough to kill an ele- 
phant. Jones is said to have been an 
embezzler and chose death rather than 
exposure and disgrace. The amount of 
liis shortage is not known. The com- 
pany is protected by a bond and will 
not lose anything.

BRUSSELS, April 18.—The industrial

The audience room had a 
capacity o£ at least 2,iXX) sittings. The scats 
were arranged with swinging bncka to face

The total cost of the temple 
is said lo Liu-e been §1,000,000. At tho final 
hegira of tho Aformous from Xauvoo in 
IWfi the temple was stripped o£ its orna- 
mentation, and the various vessels, imple- 
ments and insignia of its devotional char- 
acter \vcie carried away by the Mormons. 


Ou the night of Nov. 10,1848, tlio slum- 


bering citl/cns of Nmivoo were awakened 
by u brilliant light illuminating tlieir 
chambers with almost the intensity of sun- 
light. The cupola of the grand and beauti- 
ful temple was wrapped in flumes, the 
work of an incendiary, a virulent anti-Mor- 
mon. All of the temple fcavo its blackened 
walls was destroyed. 


In 1840 n body of Icnt-ian French commu- 


nists under the leadership of M. Cabet pur- 
chased the temple Jdt and nun together 
with other pioperty adjacent and estab- 
lished a colony at. Nnnvoo. With a portion 
of the rock from the temple walls they 
built, a 2-story sehoolhouse, which still 
stands a short distance south of the old 
temple feltc. The colony ivas a failure, bow- 
ever, and this Icarians sold oat and went 
away. The remnant ol" the temple min wan 
subsequently taken dou it to Mipply mate- 
rial for building purpo-,!1*,.

village of Commerce. The site of the city 
as laid out by Joseph Smith in 1S81MO is 
claimed to be in all points the finest on the 
Mississippi river.
